James Buchanan 


Pennsylvania's Only President

(FOURTH INSTALLMENT) 
rlTH the end of President Folk's administration In 1849 Mr. Bu- 


chanan sought rest and quiet in private life, but did not lose 
Interest In public affairs; and. after the presidential campaign 


of 1852. with the election of Franklin Pierce, the President tendered Mr. 
Buchanan the mission to the Court of St. James. For a number of years 
the post of Minister to Great Britain had been growing In Importance. 
The Intimate commetclal and other relations existing between the two 
countries were, of themselves, enough to demand the attention of a tried 
•talesman and a prudent man; but when we add to this, grave political 
questions arising from time to time, the mission to England assumed, 
shall we say, extraordinary Importance, and President Pierce acted 
wisely In tendering the place to Mr. Buchanan, who was preeminently 
qualified for it. With his appointment the country felt that our relations 
with England were in capable hands—in the hands of a man of character 
who would do nothing to involve us in an unnecessary war, barter away 
our interest* or tamely submit to anything that would jeopardize our 
honor. 


While in London Minister Buchanan enjoyed not a little social prestige, 


which was, in no small degree, due to the charm of his b^utiful niece, 
Miss Lane, who accompanied him. 


John Bassett Moore, one of America's outstanding diplomats, said that 


"diplomacy was Buchanan's special gift," which was high praise, indeed, 
coming from a master of the craft. It was said of Mr. Buchanan, that he 
was one of the best conversationalists on either side of the Atlantic. 


Proud Of Simple American Dress 


Minister Buchanan and Miss Lane were in high favor with Queen Vic- 


toria and her Consort, Prince Albert. 


An amusing sidelight on Mr. Buchanan's mission appears in a letter 


to his niece in America before she joined him in London. Referring to 
the prescribed Court Costume for Ministers/he says: 


"The dress question, after much difficulty, has been finally and 


•atisfactorily settled. I appeared at the Queen's Levee in just such a 
dress as I have worn to the President's house a hundred times at 
home—a black coat, whit* waist-coat and cravat, and black pantaloons 
and dress boots, with the addition of a very plain black handled and 
black hilted dres» «word—the »word to gratify those who have 
yielded BO much, and also to distinguish me from the upper court 
servants. I was received In a most kind and distinguished manner. 
As I approached the Queen a benevolent «mile lit up her countenance, 
a* much as to say, 'you are the first man ever to appear before me at 
Court in such a dress.' I confess that I never felt more proud of 
being an American than when I stood In that brilliant circle In the 
•tanple dress of an American citizen. 


"When I first expressed a desire to wear something more in char- 


acter with our democratic institutions than a coat covered with em- 
broidery and fold lace, it was suggested that I assume the civil dress 
worn by General Washington: but after examining Stuart's portrait 
of Washington I came to the conclusion that It would not be proper 
for m« to adopt that costume. I found that fashions had so changed 
sine* the days of Washington that if I were to put on his dress, and 
appear in it before the Chief Magistrate of my own country, at on* 
«f hto receptions, I should render myself the subject of ridicule for 
the rest of my life. Besides, It would have been presumptuous in me 
to effect th* style of dress of the Tather of his Country.' * 


Returns To United States In 1856 


After enjoying a brilliant social season in. London where, with her 


beauty and charm, she endeared herself to one and all, beginning with 
the Queen and her Prince Consort, Miss Lane returned to the United 
States in October, 1855. Her unele -writing to her from London said: 


-Every person I meet has something kind to say of you. You have 


left a good name behind and that is something, but not more than you 
deserve. Take care not to display any foreign airs and graces in so- 
ciety at home, nor discant upon your intercourse with titled people; 
hot, of course, your own good sense will have taught yon this lesson. 
I shall be happy upon my return to learn that it has been truly said 
«f you 'she ha« not been a bit spoiled by her visit to England.'" 
With a highly successful mission to England accomplished, Mr. Bu- 


chanan returned to the United States in April, 1856. Arriving in New 
York he met with an enthusiastic reception. He was wined and dined and 
feted as Americans have ever been. His long public career, his recent 
diplomatic achievements, and his peculiar availability at the moment 
made him the most outstanding Democrat of the country. He was the 
peer of hi* Party, and his nomination for the presidency was a natural 
sequence. An important contributory cause was the unceasing labor of 
Colonel John. W. Forney, originally of Lancaster—a newspaperman of 
rare ability. - 


Buchanan Opposes Fremont For Presidency 


The Democratic National Convention met In June. 1856, in Cincinnati. 


There were 3 candidates—Douglas, Buchanan, and Pierce. Buchanan was 
nominated, with Breckenridge, of Kentucky, for Vice President. 


The new-born Republican Party held" its Convention in Philadelphia 


and nominated John C. Fremont, an explorer and army officer born in 
Georgia, and known as "The Pathfinder," with William L. Dayton, of 
New Jersey, for Vice President. 


The Democrats mercilessly probed the character of Fremont, accusing 


him of corrupt dealings in California, which charges were never satis- 
factorily answered. Buchanan, on the other hand, was a man of unassail- 
able character, and the conservative- element of the country felt that the 
nation would be safe in his hands. 


Adverse Criticism Leveled At Administration 


I think my readers will agree with (me that the foregoing sketch sup- 


ports the assertion, at the beginning'of this article, that Mr. Buchanan 
was particularly well prepared to serve his country as its Chief Magistrate. 
_ 


But notwithstanding his more than ordinary preparation for the office, 
coupled with an honesty of purpose, he had scarcely entered the White 
House before adverse criticism became the order of the day; and. at the 
end of his four-year term, he retired a discredited and disillusioned old 
man.i shall recite some of the charges made against him during his ad- 
ministration, but, obviously. I cannot deal at length with the public 
Acts, decisions, and proposals of the period. For example: The Missouri 
Compromise. The Dred Scott Decision, Fugitive Slave Law. The Kansas- 
Lecompton Constitution matter, etc. I am assuming that my readers, from 
their high school days, will recall details of these controversial subjects. 


It was the fixed conclusion of most writers of the time that President 


Buchanan's administration was inglorious and feeble; that it failed 
where it should have succeeded, and that this was largely due to the 
weakness of the P-esident, if not to his actual lack of patriotism. 


Charge Buchanan With Great Weakness 


It was the sincere belief of a great majority of the intelligent people 


of ttie country, and still is. that Buchanan as President, at the outbreak 
of the secession movement was a -weak, timid, old man who had gained 
his place by the favor of. If not through bargaining with, an arrogant. 
unscrupulous, slave-holding oligarchy of the South: that he was a party , 
to the plot of a partisan majority of the United States Supreme Court I 
to -withhold the Dred Scott decision until after his inauguration; that he 
was the tool of crafty Southern leaders, who used him and his Cabinet to 
bring to a successful issue long predetermined plans to break up the 
Union; that he permitted distribution throughout the Southern States 
of large quantities of muskets, rifles and cannon so that the impending 
Confederacy might have a long start on the Union forces in preparation 
for toe oncoming conflict: that no President had a record of more hope- 
less ill-success: that he was weak and vacillating, afraid to do the duty that. 
•was plain before him: that he was apologetic and senile: that his was an 
Inane, imbecile administration which stood with dejected maen and folded | 
hands helplessly awaiting ttie coming catastrophe: that he wasthe most j 
miserable presidential figure in American history,

Such criticisms could be multiplied without limit Some of his harshest, 


and severest critics were Blaine, Logan, GreeJey. Sclrurz. Sherman. Butler. 
Hart, Brooks. Hay. and. at a later date the senior Lodge of Massachusetts.

Constitution question, says: "Buchanan was not at heart an unjust man. 
mnd yet no Irving person today can believe that in this case he acted on 
principle. He was the victim ol 'hypnotism." His action in this matter did 
more than all else to place him among the least honored of American 
Presidents. He had the opportunity to take a stand *or the right, to 
coier his name with honor, and to make himself a hero in the eves of ' 
future America, but he lacked the requisite backbone His subscrv-eno to 
th« hypnotic influence of his environment was complete-he thrc-a aj a> 
the opportunity of a lifetime."

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COURT TO HEAR 
"DUMP" APPEAL 
HERE ON JULY 11 


The Adams County Court has set 


July 11 as the date for Its first 
hearing on an appeal from a town- 
ship ' dumping" ordinance. 


J. G. Aldridge, Hanover R. 3. asked 


the court to allow the appeal after 
he had been fined $50 ,and costs 
before Justice of the Peace Gerald 
Orndorff. Oxford Twp., on a charge 
of violating the anti-dumping ordi- 
nance passed by the supervisors ol 
the township last October 24. 


According to the petition, Aldridge 


was charged before Justice Orndorff 
on May 31 by Norvel Beaver, one 
of the township supervisors. 


The charge alleged that Aldridge 


on May 27 "unlawfully dumped gar- 
bage and rubbish belonging to the 
defendant on private property." 


"Dumped" On Premises 


Aldridge said he was arrested June 


14, posted $300 ball to appear at a 
hearing before the justice June 
18, and at that time was found 
guilty and fined $50 and costs. 


In his petition Aldridge said that 


he felt he was innocent because he 
had dumped only refuse belonging to 
his own household, on a farm which 
he oversees and where his family 
resides and that he had dumped it 
into a pit on the farm with the 
permission of the owner of the 
premises. 


Aldridge claimed the ordinance 
was never intended to apply to 
the facts of the situation of this 
case, nor do the facts constitute the 
abuse which the said ordinance was 
intended to remedy." He also claimed 
that the "ordinance is so vague, in- 
definite and uncertain" that he 
was unable to determine what ac- 
tions were prohibited and the ordi- 
nance is therefore invalid." He also 
added that "the ordinance as ap- 
plied to the factual situation . . . 
is invalid as arbitrary, capricious, 
and not reasonably conducive to 
public health and safety." 


He posted $150 bail to appear at 


the court hearing on the appeal 
July 11.

ITH th* end of President Polk’s adm inistration In 1849 Mr. Bu­ 
chanan sought rest and quiet In private life, but did not lose 
Interest In public affairs; and, after the presidential campaign 
of 1852, aith the election of Franklin Pierce, the President tendered Mr. 
Buchanan the mission to the Court of St. James. For a number of years 
th# poet of Minister to Great Britain had been growing In importance. 
Th# Intimate commrt-ctal and other relations existing between the two 
countries were, of themselves, enough to demand the attention of a tried 
•talesm an and a prudent man; but when we add to this. grave political 
questions arising from time to time, the mission to England assumed, 
shall we say, extraordinary importance, and President Pierce acted 
wisely In tendering the place to Mr. Buchanan, who was preeminently 
qualified for it. With his appointment the country felt that our relations 
with England were in capable hands—in the hands of a man of character 
who would do nothing to involve us in an unnecessary war, barter away 
our Interests or tamely submit to anything that would jeopardize our 
honor. 
While in london Minister Buchanan enjoyed not a little social prestige, 
which was, In no small degree, due to the charm of his beautiful niece, 
Miss Lane, who accompanied him. 
John Bassett Moore, one of America's outstanding diplomats, said that 
‘ diplomacy was Buchanan's special gift,” which was high praise. Indeed, 
coming from a m aster of the craft. It was said of Mr. Buchanan, that he 
was on# of the best conversationalist# on either side of the Atlantic. 
Proud Of Simple American Dress 
Minister Buchanan and Miss Lane wer# In high favor with Queen Vic­ 
toria and her Consort, Prince Albert. 
An amusing sidelight on Mr. Buchanan's mission appears in a letter 
to his niece in America before she Joined him in London. Referring to 
th# prescribed Court Costume for Ministers he says; 
“The drew* question, after much difficulty, has been finally and 
satisfactorily settled. I appeared at the Queen’s Levee In Just such a 
dress aa I have worn to the President’s house a hundred times at 
home—a black coat, white walst-eoat and cravat, and black pantaloons 
and dress boots, with the addition of a very plain black handled and 
black hilted dreaa sword—the sword to gratify those who have 
yielded so much, and also to distinguish me from the upper court 
servants. I was received In a most kind and distinguished manner. 
As I approached the Queen a benevolent smile lit up her countenance. 
as much aa to say, ‘you are the first man ever to appear before me at 
Court ta such a dress.’ I confess that I never felt more proud of 
being an American than when I stood in that brilliant circle In th# 
simple dress of an American cltlten. 
“When I first expressed a desire to wear something more In char­ 
acter with our democratic Institutions than a coat covered with em­ 
broidery and gold lace, it was suggested that I assume the civil dress 
worn by Cteneral Washington; but after examining Stuarts portrait 
of Washington I came to the conclusion that It would not be proper 
for me to adopt that costume. I found that fashions had so changed 
since the days of Washington that if I were to put on his dress, and 
appear In It before th# Chief Magistrate of my own country, at on# 
of hit receptions, I should render myself the subject of ridicule for 
the rest of my life. Resides, It would have been presumptuous iii me 
to effect tho style of dress of the ‘Father of his C o u n try ” 
Returns To United States In 1858 
After enjoying a brilliant social season in London where, with her 
beauty and charm, she endeared herself to one and all. begmning with 
the Queen and her Prince Consort. Miss Lane returned to the United 
States in October. 1855. Her uncle writing to her from London said: 
-Every person I meet has something kind to say of you. You have 
left a good name behind and that Is something, but not more than you 
deserve. Take care not to display any foreign airs and graces in so­ 
ciety at home, nor discant upon your intercourse with titled people; 
but, of course, your own good sense will have taught you this lesson. 
I shall be happy upon my return to learn that It has been truly said 
of you ’sh# has not been a bit spoiled by her visit to England. 
With a highly successful mission to England accomplished. Mr. Bu- 
ehansn returned to the United S*ate* in April. 1858 Arriving in New 
York he met with sn enthusiastic reception He w-as wined and dined and 
feted as Americans have ever been. His long public career, his recent 
diplomatic achievements, and his peculiar availability at the moment 
mad# him th# moat outstanding Democrat of the country 
He was the 
peer of his Party, and his nomination for th# presidency was a natural 
sequence. An im portant contributory cause was the unceasing labor of 
Colonel John W. Forney, originally of Lancaster—a newspaperman of 
rar# ability. 
Buchanan Op pows Fremont For Presidency 
Th# Democratic National Convention met in June. 1856. in Cincinnati. 
There were I candidates—Douglas, Buchanan, and Pierce. Buchanan was 
nominated, with Breckenridge, of Kentucky, for Vice President. 
The new-born Republican Party held its Convention in Philadelphia 
and nominated John C. Fremont, an explorer and army officer born In 
Georgia, and known aa “The Pathfinder,” with William L. Dayton, of 
New Jersey, tor Vice President. 
The Democrats mercilessly probed the character of Fremont, accusing 
him of corrupt dealings in California, which charges were never satis­ 
factorily answered. Buchanan, on the other hand, wa* a man of unassail­ 
able character, and the conservative element of the country felt that the 
nation would be safe in his hands. 
Advene Uritlclam Leveled At Administration 
I think my readers will agree with me that the foregoing sketch sup­ 
ports the assertion, at th# beginning of this article, that Mr Buchanan 
was particularly well prepared to sen # his country as its Chief Magistrate. 
But notwithstanding his more than ordinary preparation for the office, 
coupled with an honesty of puroose, he had scarcely entered the White 
House before adverse criticism became the order of the day; and. at the 
end of his four-year term, he retired 
a discredited and disillusioned old 
man. 
i shall recite some of the charges made against him during his ad­ 
ministration, but, obviously, I cannot deal at length with the public 
Acta, decisions, and proposals of the period. For example; The Missouri 
Compromise. The Dred Scott Decision, Fugitive Slave Law. The Kanyas- 
Lecompton Constitution matter, etc. I am assuming that my readers, from 
their high school days, will recall details of these controversial subjects. 
It was th# fixed conclusion of most writers of the time that President 
Buchanan's adm inistration was inglorious and feeble; that it failed 
where It should have succeeded, and that this was largely due to the 
weakness of the President, if not to his actual lack of patriotism 
Chare* Buchanan With Great Weakness 
It was the smcert belief of a great majority of the Intelligent people 
of the country, and still is, that Buchanan as President, at the outbreak 
of the secession movement, was a weak. timid, old man who had gamed 
his place by the favor of. lf not through bargaining with, an arrogant, 
unscrupulous, alave-holdlng oligarchy of the South; that he was a part\ 
to the plot of a partisan majority of the United States Supreme Court 
to withhold the Dred Scott decision until after his inauguration; th at he 
was the tool of crafty Southern leaders, w-ho used him and his Cabinet to 
bring to a successful issue long predetermined plans to break up the 
Union; th at he permitted distribution throughout the Southern States 
of large quantities of muskets, rifles and cannon so that the impending 
Confederacy m ight have a long start on tl>e Union forces in preparation 
for the oncoming conflict; that no President had a record of more hope­ 
less ill-success; that he was weak and vacillating, afraid to do the duty that 
was plain before him; that he was apologetic and senile; that his was an 
inane, imbecile adm inistration which stood with dejected mien and folded 
hands helplessly awaiting the coining catastrophe; th a t he was‘the most 
miserable presidential figure in American history. 
Such criticisms could be multiplied without limit. Some of his harshest 
and severest critics were Blaine. Logan, Greeley, Schurz, Sherman. Butler, 
Hart, Brooks, Hay. and, at a later date the senior Lodge of M assachusetts. 
Role In Kanas*-Lecompton Question 
Eson in hi* United States History, discussing the Kansas-Lecompton 
Constitution question, says: “Buchanan was not at heart an unjust man, 
and yet no living person today can believe that in this case he acted on 
principle. He was the victim of 'hypnotism.’ His action in tins m atter did 
more than all else to place him among the least honored of American 
Presidents. He had the opportunity to Uke a stand for the right, to 
rover his name with honor, and to make himself a hero In the eyes of 
future America but he lacked the requisite backbone His subserviency to 
th# hypnotic influence of his environm ent was com plete-he threw away 
the opportunity of a lifetime.” 
The Kansaa-Leoompton-Conatitution acuation, stressed by Mr. Elson, 
grew out of an Act of Congress sponsored by Senator Douglas, of Illinois. 
This Act rendered the Missouri Compromis* practically inoperative by 
providing that Congress had no authority to legialat# on the subject of

“DUMP" APPEAL 
HERE ON JULY 11 


Tile Adams County Court has set 
July ll as the date for its first 
hearing on an appeal from a town­ 
ship ' dumping'* ordinance. 
J. G. Aldridge, Hanover R 3. asked 
the court to allow the appeal after 
he had been fined $50 and costs 
before Justice of the Peace Gerald 
Orndorff, Oxford Twp., on a charge 
of violating the an ti-dumping ordi­ 
nance passed by the supervisors of 
the township last October 24 
According to the petition. Aldridge 
was charged before Justice Orndorff j 
on May JI by Norvel Beaver, one 
of the township supervisors. 
The charge alleged th at Aldridge 
on May 27 “unlawfully dumped gar­ 
bage and rubbish belonging to the 
defendant on private property.” 
"Dumped'* On Premise* 
Aldridge said he was arrested June 
14. posted $300 ball to appear at a 
hearing 
before 
the justice 
June 
18. and at that time was found 
guilty and fined $50 and costs. 
In his petition Aldridge said that 
he felt he was Innocent because he i 
had dumped only refuse belonging to 
his own household, on a farm which 
he oversees and where his family 
resides and that he had dumped it 
Into a pit on the farm with the 
permission of the owner of the 
premises. 
Aldridge claimed the ordinance 
• was never intended to apply to 
the fact# of the situation of this j 
case, nor do the facts constitute the 
abuse which the said ordinance was 
Intended to remedy.” He also claimed 
th at the “ordinance la so vague, in­ 
definite 
and 
uncertain” that 
he 
"was unable to determ ine what ac­ 
tions were prohibited and the ordi­ 
nance is therefore invalid.” He also 
added th at “the ordinance as ap­ 
plied to the factual situation . . .

DETROIT UP)—The auto industry 


today winds up the biggest six 
months in its history. Dozens of 
new records set since Jan. 1 attest 
to the hottest competitive effort 
in production and sales the car 
makers ever have known. 


Final figures will show a Jan- 


uary-June output of close to 4Vi 
million passenger cars. Retail de- 
liveries are estimated at more 
than 33i million. Dealer inven- 
tories now are estimated at around 
800.000 cars. 


Retail sales, of course, include 


part of the 350,000 cars on hand 
Jan. 1. Something like 155.000 units 
of this year's output were shipped 
to foreign markets. 


Besides new records hi assem- 


bly volume, retail sales and dealer 
stocks, new high marks were made 
by most individual car makers 
both in output and retail deliv- 
eries.

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Turnpike Commission Issues 


Holiday Appeal To Drivers 


'The superhighway is no place 
2 
or supermen.” 
The Pennsylvania Turnpike Com­ 
mission made this blunt statement 
oday on the eve of another holiday 
weekend during which traffic volume 
‘ 
la expected to equal if not break all 
v 
previous records. In a plea for cau­ 
tion, the commission particularly 
warned against driving to the point 
of exhaustion and driving at reck­ 
less speeds never intended or legal­ 
ized for the Turnpike. 
Titled “ An Appeal To Driving 
Reason” the statement reads: 
•‘Again, as proved by many tragic 
instances in the 15-year history of 
the Turnpike, drivers with illusions 
about their 
physical stamina or 
their exception proficiency at the 
wheel will be the real menaces to 
their own safety and the safety of 
others. 
'Tatal Drowsiness” 
“ We are gravely concerned about 
those who consider themselves tough 
enough to ignore all the natural 
rules of human endurance 
They 
race on endlessly through night and 
day until they reach that point of 
fatal drowsiness that so often nul­ 
lifies all our efforts toward motor­ 
ing safety. 
“ There 
are 
also 
those 
over- 
confiwent 
individuals 
who 
have 
•driven everything on wheels every­ 
where under every conceivable driv­ 
ing condition.’ Their normal fears 
and cautions are lulled by the illu­ 
sion that they are too expert to 
fall into the pitfalls common to the 
average driver. You may see this 
type exhibiting his showmanship 
not at turnpike speed, but at speeds 
beyond the realm of reason any­ 
time on any road as he roars in, 
out and away like a veritable speed­ 
way performer.” 
These 
drivers, 
the 
commission 
stated, are solemnly referred to by 
turnpike saiety personnel as the 
•supermen of the superhighway." 
Factors Of Death 
“ But that name.” said Captain 
Singleton Sheafler, who commands 
the state police patrol on the turn­ 
pike, “ is as fictional as their un­ 
reasonable and impractical faith in 
themselves. The raw tmth about 
their ‘super’ status is to be found 
in thousands * of accident reports 
turned in by impersonal police of­ 
ficers who are required to establish 
the hard facts beyond challenge, 
without fear or favor. These un­ 
challengeable facts show that the 
dozing driver with the heavy foot, 
the self-styled wizard of the wheel, 
the weak tire ravaged by abnormal 
strains, the wet pavement and the 
limited visibility that is unavoid­ 


able during adverse weather condi­ 
tions . . . all these spell out death 
on any road unless human caution 
is exercised to suit all unfavorable 
conditions, whether they be natural, 
personal, physical or mechanical. 
Nothing within the powers of engi- 


j neering science or policemanship 
can wholly overcome these menaces 
I to human life . . . nothing but com­ 
mon sense coupled with physical 
and mechanical fitness.” 


The Turnpike Commission pointed 
out that in 1954 only 2,063 of more 
! than 13 million vehicles that used 
I the superhighway became involved 
in any sort of accident. Only 61 of 
1 these 13 million became involved 
in fatal accidents. The reoorts of 
1955 are generally similar, the com- 
misison added.

There are 59 million reasons 


why you should drive carefully 
on the Fourth of July, the Na- 
tional Safety Council says. 


That is about the number of 


registered motor vehicles in the 
United States today, and adds 
up to 10 Vi million more reasons 
to drive carefully over the 
Fourth this year than on Inde- 
pendence Day five years ago. 


The Council admits you won't 


meet that many cars on your 
own Fourth of July trip, but 
the tremendous increase in the 
number of vehicles and 
the 


amount of travel greatly in- 
creases the chance for an acci- 
dent. 


While auto mishaps always 


lead the list of Fourth of July 
accidental death causes, the 
Council 
says 
drowning 
also 


claims a high toll on this mid- 
summer holiday. Last year 348 
persons died in traffic accidents 
ar.d 189 by drowning. Fireworks, 
once the cause of many deaths, 
killed four persons last year. 


"Accidents don't just happen." 


said Xed H. Dearborn, president 
of the Council. "They are caused 
by the three Ts of the high- 
way — incompetence, indifference 
and Irresponsibility. 


"So if you're driving some- 


where over the Fourth, start 
early and take it easy. Don't 
be In too b:e a hurry to get 
there.

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Hoover Commission Completes 
Task Today; Says Suggestions 
Will Balance Budget; Cut Tax 


By STERLING F. GREEN 
WASHINGTON UP)—The Hoover 


Commission wrapped up its two- 
year job today embroiled In con- 
troversy, but claiming Its reor- 
ganization plans, if adopted, would 
balance the budget and permit tax 
cuts. 


Former P r e s i d e n t Herbert 


Hoover, Its chairman, issued a 19tb 
and "final" report—It isn't quite 
final because another will be along 
In mid-July—and prepared to with- 
draw from public life at age 80. 


The group—its formal name is 


the Commission on Organization 
of the Executive Branch of the 
Government—is due to go out of 
existence at midnight. 


The public power issue caused 


the commission to expire in a 
blaze of conflict. A Hoover report 
on "water resources and power" 
issued yesterday urged a drastic 
curtailment of federal power de- 
velopment and larger scope for 
private utilities. 


Draws Sharp Disseats 


It drew sharp dissents from 4 of 


the 12 members, including both 
Atty. Gen. Brownell and Defense 
Mobilizer Arthur S. Flemming. 


James A. Farley, former post- 


master general in the Roosevelt 
administration, charged that the 
report came "dangerously close" 
to inviting the government to "ab- 
dicate" its responsibilities in de- 
velopment 
of 
the 
nation's 
re- j 


sources. Rep. Holifield (D-Calif) ' 
wrote 84 pages of stinging dissent 
and promised to press" his attack 
on the floor of the House. 


Holifield charged that an 1,800- 


page report of the commission's 
task -force on power—which he 
said cost the taxpayers 3430,000— 
was withheld "deliberately" from 
public distribution at this time, 
but is destined, he said, to become 
a handbook for "private power 
company propaganda." A commis- 
sion spokesman said the task force 
report was delayed in printing, but 
might appear next week. 


FOA Also Expires 


The Foreign Operations Admin- 


istration, which also dies at mid- 
night, delivered a deathbed kick 


at the commission In replying to 
a recent Hoover report on over- 
seas economic operations. 


It would "play directly into the 


Communists' hands," the FOA said 
to adopt the Hoover proposal that 
America cut off all aid funds for 
major industrial projects in the 
"Asian-African arc," except possi- 
bly Japan. 


This and several other proposals 


clash with presidential policy, FOA 
said.

almost

shadowed today's report summa- 
rizing the commission's two-year 
history and aims. It quoted esti- 
mates of its various task forces 
indicating that multibillion-dollar 
savings could result from adoption 
of all Hoover recommendations. 


The estimates added up to more 


than 8'z billion dollars a year, 
but the commission said this would 
be excessive because the task force 
proposals overlapped. 


However, another 10 billion dol- 


lars could be restored to the Treas- 
ury, the commission said, if all 
surplus and unneeded property as- 
sets were sold, if "cenain" lending 
agencies were liquidated., and if 
some agencies were obliged to get 
along with smaller drawing ac- 
counts at the Treasury.

Hot, 
uncomfortable houses are 


often responsible for sudden drops 
in production. Furthermore, It has 
been proved that excessive heat is 
responsible in cutting the size of egg 
laid. Sun shining through glass 
windows cuuses excessive heat in 
many poultry houses For this rea- 
son you ?houkl remove all glass win- 
dows. Open them so the sun does 
not shine through them. 


NecJ Cross Ventilation 


To keep houses cool it is well to 


have cross ventilation, and this can 
be taken care of by opening the 
windows f.t the back of the house. 
If there are no rear windows, it'll 
pay you to put some in, one for 
every ^en linear feet of house. For 
additional aid in keeping houses | 
cool, wooden doors can be replaced ; 
by those covered with wire. Birds i 


roosting at nipht 'on roosts over 
droppings boards which fit tight 
against the rear wall can be most 
uncomfortable since very little nlr 
moves around them. 


It would help If such droppings 


boards were built in sections or 
constructed as tables j,o that they 
could be moved out from the rear 
wall. One strong point )n favor of 
the right type of droppings pit Is the 
free movement of air around the 
birds while they are roosting at 
night. I^rthermore, the movable 
droppings pit can be located away 
from the rear wall and even located 
in the middle of the house during 
the hot cummer months. 


Good Research Results 


The 
results 
of 
some 
recent 


research done with hay crushers will 
Interest livestock farmers of Adams 
County. Many crushers are in use 
in the county but there is a definite 
place for more when hay Is pro- 
duced. 


A hay crusher cracks the stems 


lengthwise, exposes the most inner 
part of the stem to the air and per- 
mits fast, uniform curing of the 
whole plant. 


Results of research conducted at 


University of Illinois shows that 
crushed hay dries in one-third to 
two-thirds the time required for un- 
crushed hay. First cutting of al- 
falfa, crushed, dried in 25.3 hours 
as compared to 52.3 hours for un- 


cruhhed. Second cutting of alfalfa, 
crushed, required 23.0 hours; un- 
crushed <!5.3 hours. With crushed 
red clover hay, 23.3 hours were re- 
quired n« compared to 48.3 hours for 
uncrusiied. Crushed 
doybean hay 


dried in 49.9 hours, the uncrushcd In 
127 hours. The lass of nutrients in 
stonr-e 
was the 
same 
for

crushed end uiicra^hed hay. 


Two Major Crusher* 


There are two major makes of 


crushers on the market with units 
designed to fit various farm opera- 
lions. One unit, for use with mow- 
ers, only crushes the hay, while 
others do both the cutting and 
crushing in one operation. 


Under most conditions, a two- 


plow tractor will provide the power 
that is reeded. In extremely heavy 
stands of hay and soft or hilly fields, 
a three-plow tractor is needed. 


Adjust roller pressure to crush the 


stems, but not tight enough to 
squeeze out the plant juices which 
contain 
feed 
value. Adjust 
the 


mechanism also for clean pickup. 


Crushing makes hav more palat- 


able, reduces shattering, and con- 
serves feeding value.
